STRIKE COMMISSION MEETS 


NON-UNION MINERS 
TO PRE- 


PARE THEIR CASE. 


Scranton, .Pa., Nov. 15.—The coal 


strike commission resumed its ses- 
sions today. After a few preliminar- 
ies President Mitchell, who was on 
the stand all day yesterday, again 
went into the witness box and his 
cross-examination by David Wilcox, 
general counsel for the Delaware and 
Hudson company, was continued. 


Some of the attorneys (connected 


with tire case are of the opinion that 
some anr«-.s£ir.=r.t -a-ill have to be 
agreed upon.' to expedite the proceed- 
ings. Each side is anxious for a 
speedy ending of the hearings, but 
this will be impossible if the present 
plans of the contending parties are 
carried out. The miners ihave a large 
number of witnesses to be heard, and 
the attorneys for each 
of the coul 


companies ore anxious to cross-ex- 
amine them. ' After the miners have 
closed their case the companies will 
also present a long line of persons to 
testify, Olid it is the intention of the 
lawyers on the miners' side to cross- 
examine the witnesses for the com- 
panies. 


Immediately after the opening of 


the morning session, Chairman Gray 
for the commission, addressed John 
T. Lenahan, one of the attorneys for 
the non-union men. At yesterday's 
session Mr. Lenahan said he •repre- 
sented the non-union men who work- 
ed during the strike «nd -wanted to 
know what their status w-uld be be- 
fore tlie 'commission. 


GRAY STATES DECISION, 


Judge 
Gray said the commission 


could not give a decision until after 
it had carefully considered the mat- 
ter, and promised some; sort of an 
•answer today. 
This morning the 


chairman said: 


"The commission have considered 


the matter of your .application and 
have decided that it will 'ask you to 
submit to them a statement showing 
-whom you represent, by what author- 
ity, what points other than those al- 
ready at issue between the formal 
parties to this controversy you wish 
to inject into this hearing, and a 
concise statement of what you claim, 
or what your position is in regard to 
the general proposition .uelwccu. t»ic 
formal and 
logical parties to this 


commission and also state that you 
guarantee submission to award of 
this commission." 


Mr. Lenahan asked: 
"How soon 


must this be done?" 


"As soon as you can," replied Judge 
Gray. 


MITCHELL ON THE STAND. 
After Judge Gray's announcement 


to the attorneys for the non-union 
men, Mr. Wilcox resumed his •cross- 
examination, of Mr. Mitchell. 
He 


put an evidence extracts from the 
proceedings of the Shatnokin conven- 
tion, which formulated the demands 
which caused the last strike; a copy 
of the United' Mine Workers' Journal, 
the official organ of the union, and a 
voluminous copy of th« Federationist, 
the official publication' of the Ameri- 
can Federation of labor. 


Mr. Mitchell, answering a question 


by Mr. Wilcox, said that the local 
unions or mass meetings may direct 
th« operations of pickets. Mr. Wil- 
cox then read from a statement made 
by President Gompers, of the Federa- 
tion of Labor, at the Chicago trust 
conference, in September, 1899, in 
which Mr. Gompers is alleged to have 
said that any trust legislation which 
did not specially exempt organized 
labor from its operations would meet 
the unquestioned opposition of all 
the labor forces, and asked the wit- 
ness if that expressed his views. Mr. 
Mitchell replied that organized labor 
would not look with favor upon any 
low that would legislate them out of 
business. 


Mr. Mitoihell 
answering 
further 


questions said he .regarded as living 
wages for n. miner not less than $600 
per annum, which <would cover his 
actual necessities and permit hint to 
educate his children. 


At this point Judge Gray asked the 


witness if he meant to say a wage 
sufficient to permit th« children to 
avail themselves of the public schools 


. or to spend a portion of the family 


income directly for education, and 
sufficient to render at unnecessary to 
employ child labor to increase the in- 
come of the family.

heavens •will in all probability be 
rewarded by a glimpse of an un- 
usually, brilliant meteoric display. 


Pox the past three or four years 


til* ostronomeirs have been expect- 
ing1 the return of the Leonid meteors, 
•but have been repeatedly disappoint- 
ed. However, there is a probability 
that there will tie a display this 
y<Sar. Suclx an uncertainty as this, 
ia regard to the time an event is to 
take place, is so unusual in the sc'.- 
euce of astronomy that an explann- 
tion of the mature 'of 'a meteor swarm 
may be of interest to tQie public. 


It hlas long been known that there 


i» an intimate connection between 
comets and swarms of meteors. A 
mass of: gas inlay be ejected from one 
or other of t'he fixed stars, by some 
force akin to a volcanic eruption. 
and liurleld into space with velocity 
sufficient to expel it so far from the 
»ur£ace of the star that its power of 
attraction is insufficient to recover 
the (body of gas, and thereafter It 
trill ..pursue 
travels 
of 


throug'h space. Explosions almos 
that violent hive Actually been wit 
nessed upon the sun, and it is tli 
•tar witii which 
we 'are most fa 


miliar. 


If •% body of g'as, thus introduce' 


into our inter-stellar space, slioulc 
Journey near enough to t'he solar sys 
t«n to bejfin to feel the sun's attrac 
tton, is almost certain to be drawi 
toTfWrtl it and go ruslhing throug-1 
ibe system, in the curve of a projec 
tile, technically known ns 'a puralbola 
The Chances are itardly cne in scv 
•Nbl millions that it should foe aimed 
exactly at the sun, consequently i' 
would pass to one side of that bofiy 
and -off Jig'aiu into space beyond. A 
comet is sudh a body of g'as. 
. Now, if the visitor should be pur- 
•uing » path tfliat brings it near one 
of the larger planets of the solar sys- 
tem, the velocity with 
which 
it 


is likely to be affected enough 


about the middle of the present 
month. 


The old comet, whose partial disin- 


tegration produced the Leonid me- 
teors, was doubtless captured as it 
came into the solar system from in- 
terstellar space. This probably took 
place in the year A. D. 126, as it 
that year passed quite near the 
planet Uranus, when its former path, 
of the shape of 
«a parabola, 
was 


(Changed by the influence of this 
planet into an ellipse. 
The period 


required for the comet to complete 
its circuit waa about thirty-thre 
years. In traveling this orbit th 
comet has 
repeatedly 
crossed th< 


track of the large planets Jupiter and 
Saturn. By their influence its mo 
tion "has been disturbed and the bodj 
itself so torn asunder that there is 
but little remaiuine- to bear the sen* 
blanee of a comet; but about 
one< 


tenth of the orbit is thickly strewr 
with meteoric matter. 


The earth crosses the path of this 


old comet about Nov. 14 of each year 
and when the meteors are in tlm- 
portion of the orbit we have a meteor- 
ic shower. 
This occurs about every 


:hirty-three years, though, 
as has

explained, the attraction, 
ot 


fupiter or Saturn may change 
the 


>eriod materially. This has hap- 
pened several times. The swarm is

If any one of these bodies 
chances to be in that portion of its 
orbit -adjacent to the comet as it 
passes, the planet's influence is likely 
tin effect a ch.u.ge in the shape of 
the comet's orbit, -and correspond iiig-- 
iy modify t'he time required for it to 
go wround the sun.

little irregular in t-'.ieir motion and 
vincert^in in tihe d.ites of tlieir reap- 
pearance.

As comets 
are not solic 


bodies, but consist mainly of minute 
•olid particles widely separated, «nc 
each surrounded by enveloping g-as 
their bulk is enormous, while theii 
density is very small.

would probably suffer tout little if 
any damage, if mother earth and 
large sized comet 
were to plunge 


Itead-tm into collision. A body con- 
structed in the manner just described, 
can -haixHy have much coherence of 
its parts, but will easily pull apart.

STRIKE COMMISSION MEETS 


NON-UNION MINERS TO PRE- 


PARE THEIR CASE. 


Scranton,.Pft., Nov. 15.—The coal 


strike commission resumed its ses- 
sions today. After a few preliminar- 
ies President Mitchell, who was on 
the stand all diay yesterday, again 
went into the witness box and his 
cross-examination -by David Wilcox, 
general counsel for the Delaware and 
Hudson company, was continued. 


Some of the 'attorneys iconnected 


with the case are of the opinion that 
some arrangement will have to fce 
agreed upon' to expedite the proceed- 
ings. Each side is anxious for a 
speedy ending of the hearings, but 
this will be impossible if the present 
plans of the 'contending parties are 
carried out. The miners have a large 
number of witnesses to be lieard, and 
the attorneys fox each of the coal 
companies are anxious to cross-ex- 
amine them.' After the miners have 
closed their case the companies will 
also present a long line of persons to 
testify, and it is. the intention of the 
lawyers on the miners' side to cross- 
examine the witnesses for the com- 


• pani«s. 


Immediately -after the opening of 


the morning session, Chairman G-ray 
for tlie commission, addressed John 
T. Lenahan, one of the attorneys for 
the non-union men. At yesterday's 
session Mr. Lenahan said lie .repre- 
sented the non-union men who work- 
ed during the strike and -wanted to 
know what their status would be be- 
fore the 'commission. 


GRAY STATES DECISION. 


Judge 
Gray s^i the corrasirelon 


could not give a decision until after 
it had carefully considered the mat- 
ter, and promised some sort of 'an 
answer today. 
This morning the 


chairman said: 
"Tlie commission have considered 


tho matter of your application and 
have decided that it will -ask you to 
submit to them a statement showing 
whom you represent, by what author- 
ity, what points other than those al- 
ready at issue between the formal 
parties to this controversy you wish 
to inject into this hearing, and a 
-concise statement of what you claim, 
or what your position is in regard to 
the general proposition ibetween the 
formal and 
logical -parties to this 


commission and also state that you 
guarantee submission to award of 
this commission." 


Mr. Lenahan asked: 
"How soon 


must this be doneP" 
"As soon as you can,'' replied Judge 


Gray. 


MITCHELL ON THE STAND. 
After Judge Gray's announcement 


to the attorneys for the non-union 
men, Mr. Wilcox resumed his cross- 
examination of Mr. Mitchell. 
He 


put in.1 evidence 
extracts from the 


proceedings of the Sham-okin conven- 
tion, which formulated the demands 
which caused the last strike; a copy 
of the United' Mine Workers' Journal, 
the official organ of the union, and a 
voluminous copy of the Federationist, 
the official publication' of the Ameri- 
can Federation of labor. 


Mr. Mitchell, answering a question 


by Mr. Wil'oox. said that the local 
unions or mass meetings may direct 


• the operations of pickets. 
Mr. WU1- 


cox then read from a statement made 
by President Gompers, of the Federa- 
tion of Labor, at the Chicago trust 
conference, in September, 1899, in 
which Mr. Gompers is alleged to have 
said that any trust legislation which 
did not specially exempt organized 
labor from its operations would meet 
the unquestioned opposition of all 
the labor forces, and asked the wit- 
ness if that expressed his views. Mr. 
Mitchell replied that organized labor 
would not look with favor upon any 
low that would legislate them out of 
-business. 


Mr. Miteliell 
answering 
further 


questions said -he -regarded as living 
wages for a miner not less than $600 
per annum, which would cover his 
actual nt-ce.gs'ities and permit him to 
educate his children. 


At this point Judge Gray asked the 


witness if he meant to say a -wage 
sufficient to permit tlie children to 
avail themselves of the public schools 
or to spend a portion of the family 
income directly for education, and 
sufficient to render it unnecessary to 
employ child labor to increase the in- 
c'ome of the family. 
The witness 


answered in the affirmative. 


Cu the question of the 


age at which a boy should go on the 
breaker, Mr. Mitchell said he'would 
advocate that it be put at fourteen 
years. 


RESAaBING WAGES. 


Mr. Willcox examined Mr. Mitchell 


at some langth regarding the various 
demands of the miners. 


"Do you know the wages that are 


paid are about $60,000,000?" Mr. 
Willcox asked. 


'•I have read that statement," the 


witness answered. 


"Don't you or your 
committees

The work had been begun an.l 
the city officers pushed the workmen 
back and sto»d in the uncompleted 
holes. A mnu was stationed at each 
of the holes, while an attorney read 
the franchise. 


The attorney was slow in making 


up his mind and about twenty of the 
construction gang 'got together and 
made a "V" rush on the city marshal 
and pushed him away, while the rest 
of the workers reopened the work. 
Citizens took a hand, and 'a free-for- 
all fight ensued, in .which the con- 
struction gang wns slightly worsted. 


A big crowd gathered on the dis- 


puted territory and the sentiment of 
the crowd seemed to be against the 
company, as the poles had been erect- 
ed in other parts of the city under j 
protest from property owners.

-Mr. Mitchell answered 
that he did in a general way, but that 
he would have to examine the scale 
from the mine and this he did not 
have in front of him. "But you are

MET ON THE WARSAW CURVE 


WHILE BOTH WERE RUNNING 


AT HIGH SPEED. 


E. W. COWELL FATALLY HURT 


ENGINEERS 
PEARSON 
AND 


A.RCHER SLIGHTLY HURT. 


The failure of -an engineer to read 


his orders correctly caused a collision 
between freight trains oil the Pitts 
burg road a. mile east of Warsaw a 
12:30 o'clock this morning, which 
resulted in the fatal injury of one 
man and slight 
injuries to thre' 


others, the killing of forty-five cattle 
and twelve horses, the destruction of 
two locomotives and twelve to fif- 
teen cars and serious damage to the 
tracks. The unfortunate ones are: 


Brake-man E. W. Cowell. crushed 


about the chest and head; he died at 
1:10 o'clock. 


Engineer J. C. Pearson, left arm 


nnd shoulder bruised and sprainc.l 
not serious. 


Engineer J. F, Archer, light hand 


and wrist cut; not serious. 


Conductor 
Charles 
C. 
Plybon 


bruised and' shaken up by falling 
from a car. 


The trains were the second No. 70, 


eastbound. haulsd by engine 72GO, 
with John C. Pearson at the throttle, 
in charge of Conductor C. C. Plybon, 
and the Second 
section of No. 75, 


westbound, in charge of Conductor 
F. B. Tyler, hauled by engine 7058, 
with Engineer J. F. Archer in the 
c.nb. 
Th3 scene of the wreck is 
a 


sharp curve oust of Warsaw, where 
a view of the road is limited to a few 
rods. 


The impact, as described by the 


trainmen, was terrific. 
The engines 


seamed to half bury themselves in 
each other and the cars were driven 
over and under ».ich other until most 
•ill of those near the engines were 
nothing but splinters and scraps of 
ron. 
On the eastbound' train were 


our cars loadetl with cattle and one 
car loaded with horses. 
When the 


ollision occurred the car loaded with 
he horses seemed to rear up and it 
was carried on top of a car of cattla, 
crushing the latter and killing all the 
cattle 'but one—a bull, who scrambled 
o his feit and walked away as soo-i 
is released- from the debris. 
Th» 


othf.r three cars loaded with cattle 
vei-p also crushed into a very small 
pace and their occupants killed out- 
ig-ht or so -badly injured that many 
if thrtu had to be killed after they 
were taken out of the wreck. 
The 


Kilo-wing- of the wounded animals 
was simply frightful and 
<\ gentle- 


man who wns oil the sceate soon after 
the accident says it was the most 
pitiable sight he ever looked upon. 


Train 75 was made up principally 


of gondolas and flat cars loaded with 
coal and iron. 
Ten of these which 


ivere nearest the engine were wreck- 
ed, some of them so fba'dly that they 
cannot be repaired and they will be 
mrned. 


It was on one of these cars that 


Jrakeman Cowell was 
riding. 
He 


was missing, and when a search w,\s 
nstituted by the train crews they 
lourid the 
brakeman 
"otneath the 


wreckage, unconscious and bleeding 
severely. 
He "was taken to a near- 


by farm house, where he received at- 
tention from Drs. Weber and Shack- 
elford, of Warsaw, who were sum- 
moned to the scsne, and later by Dr. 
C. B. Stemen, of this city. 


Dr. Stemen was notified of the ac- 


cidejit at 1 o'clock and was hastened 
:o the scene on a ypecial train. 
He 


round Mr. Cowsll so badly injured 
.hat he could not survive and con- 
cluded that 
it would 
only hasten 


death to attempt to bring the man 
to this city, and he was left in the 
care of the Warsaw physicians. 
Dr. 


Stemen saw that -Co-well's chest and 
lead were crushed and that his death 
was only a matter of a few hours.He 
wasbleeding-l'rom the nose and mouth 
and riding on the train would- aug- 
ment tills hemorrhage and on this 
account he was not brought .home 
with the others. 


The engineers 
receivt'rt 
their in- 


uries through jumping- from, then- 
cabs. Engineer Pearson alighted on 
lis left shoulder and the Side of his 
lead, and his injuries are confined t3 
iruises and sprains. He was found 
n a dazsd condition, leaning against 
a telegraph pole, after the collision 
jy Conductor Plybon, but he soon 
revived and was cble to render as- 
sistnn'ce 'in the search for the miss- 
ng brakeman. Engineer Archer was 
,arric'd into a .barbed-wire fence by 
he momentum when he jumped from 
lis engine and his right hand and 
wrist were cut.

brought to this city on passenger 
train No. 6 and are no-w at their re- 
spective homes. 


Th? wreck completely blocked the 


tracks at that point and some of the 
passenger trains were delayed from 
air. to five -D.i-'-s. No. 6. on which 
the injured engineers come to t-iiis 
city, Jid not get in until 9:30 o'clock. 


Engineer Pearson was. interviewed 


by a Sentinel reporter as he alighted 
from the train at the depot. He said; 
"The accident was caused. :by a mis- 
take oil my part. I had instructions 
to pass the first section 
of 75 at 


Bourbon, whioh I 'did, and the second 
section 
at Warsaw. 
I forgot 
the 


latter part of the order -and did not 
stop at Warsaw. When I discovered 
my error I did what I could to pre- 
vent a collision, but the train was 
heavy and we were moving rapidly 
and I could not stop." 


E. W. Cowell, the injured: brake- 


man, died at 1:10 o'clock 
today. 


The young man was twenty-one years 
old and a brother of Engineer Wil- 
liam Cowell. of the Pittsburg. His

believed dwelt in the historic stream. 
There -he counts en discovering the 
mosses of statues in -gold, silver and 
bronze—many of them the works oC 
Phidias' and other ancient masters— 
that vanished beneath the 
Tiber's 


waters in t3ie course of the religious 
struggles that 
continually 
shook 


the Eternal City. Also the weajponu 
nnd armor worn by the tho:Ueawds f.; 
Soldiers who found graves 'amid the 
ooze on the bottom of the 'old river

thirty-four centuries in -which tlic 
Tiber was the center of momentous 
events.1 


Prof. Nispi-Landi's notions of what 


golden resulti mig'ht come from a. 
search of the Tlfter bei were strength- 
ened by v,li_x(. lie !>a.w wliilc iu uh.\rgu. 
several y&ars ago, 
Lof the 
work of 


building t'he Tiber's 
embankment. 


T'he professor noticed, as he tells me. 
that "whenever nnd wherever the 
Tiber was searched in the course of 
bridge building or of the work on tlie 
embankment rvcient -and 
valuable 


thing's always, came to lig'ht." Gen- 
erally they were valuable enough to 
pay t'h2 entire cost of the operations. 
For instance, one Italian 
bridge- 


building firm, in laying the two pil- 


lars of the Ponto Palatine, discovered 
antiquities to the value of several 
million lire. 


Prof. Nispi-Landi looks upon the 


discoveries of tliese things as havin;.; 
merely "tapped." so to spe.ik, ii!« 
almost inexhaustible riches which 
he believes lie beneath (he Tiber's 
waters. 


"Most of the treasures," remarked 


the professor, in response to one of 
iny questions, "are certainly to be 
found in th* most central p.irt of tlio 
riv«»r. and ITIX-* r«>Trv<mi«»rl miHi^PO-v'- 
ered fer that veiy reason." 


Naturally the professor is rather 


diffident nbout divulging exncUy how 
lie *-<c-Ans to conduct his explorations. 
He consented, however, to give a'hhu 
of his plans. In parentheses it ahoulrt 
be said that Prcf. Nispi-L-andi has. 
for his puipnse, divided the Tiber u-,j 
into 'zones." or districts. They aiv 
eleven in. 
number. No. 1 covering 


most of the Tiber in Rome proper, 
the others the course of the river out- 
side Che Eternal City. 


"We shall r.;..-.ceed," said the pro- 


fessor, "by dtfc^lng parallel trenches 
for the first zone, where the ancient 
source of t'he river is dried up, with 
(.lie ui,l of olt.uu pumps, .uul, v.-i.icn; 
the Tiberine waters follow their nat- 
ui»d course, with pneumatic tanks 
n.<xtified and adapted to the special 
use of river exploration." 


Prof. Nispi-Lnndi's enterprise will 


be financed by the Chevalier William 
Millar, a wealthy Anglo-Italian of 
Leghorn, who has implicit confidence 
in the savant's scheme. Just when 
the actual work will be begun is not 
yC-- decided. 
The permission of the 


state was given to the 
enterprise 


some time ago, but recently some 
"recommendations" liave been made 
by the museum of antiquities. Com- 
pliance with them hns delayed mat- 
ters and it may be some time before 
the process of delving for the Tiber's 
treasures commences in earnest. 


One of the points in Prof. Landi's 


theory which most inspire one with 
confidence in Ills reasoning is the 
scholar's demonstration that search 
in the Tiber always lias been richly 
rewtmled. 
In domp; this the pro- 


fessor goes back as fnr ns the thir- 
teenth century, quoting one of his 
historians, Fnlminio Vncca. who de- 
scribed how. a small boat havin;?, 
sunk near the Ponte Sublico and sev- 
eral swimmers being engaged to fish 
it out, arrows, swords, breastplates, 
arms of every description, "and other 
beautiful objects" recognized as pure- 
ly Etruscan, 
were 
discovered nnd 


brought to the surface. 


But, after all. it is necessnry only 


to review one's Roman history n little 
to convince almost anyone that there 
should be riches in the Tiber. That 
they were put in is certain, nnd Prof. 
Nispi-Lnndi states that in all his 
I'ctcixl'Cil 'ic liaa bccll UUiVblc to 
fiU.I 


nny record of any large quantities 
of them having- been taken out. The 
records ot sacrifices to t>-e Tiberine 
g'od go back to the (beg-inning-s of 
Roman history. 
Even Virgil tells 


how Aeneas promised Father Tibe.r 
that if he would protect him from 
perl', "Thou shalt ever ibe worshiped 
by me with homage and with gifts." 
The example of Aeneas was followed 
by the generations thnt cnme after 
him. 
Sacrifices were made on the 


eve of great events, fuch as battles, 
during times cf notional 
peril, to 


make sure of having- the g-od on the 
suppliant's side, during great rejoic- 
ings and to commemorate illustrious 
men who had died. Tliese were the 
great public -sacrifices, of course, but 
private individuals in prosperity and 
grlef~6ffcred 'personally similar sac- 
rifices—generally the most precious 
things they owned. Back in the time 
of the Arcadians men 
used to be 


hnv!cd into tlio Tiber, but soon they 
were replaced by puppets nnd -jfriven j 
imngcs, nnd aftti this the offering* I 
of money, 
jewelry 
nnd 
precious' 


things 'hog-nn. 


It VMS not only the Remans who 


sacrificed 
to 
Father 
Tiber. 
The 


pxtpprstitious of :ill the southern races 
seem to have been pretty much alike 
at this time, .iiid whatever force was 
ne:u- the river made votive offerings 
to it. The Huus. the Goths nnd the 
Vandals all hurled a large part of the 
plunder derived from their sacks cif j 
Rome in«.o the ancient stream. "Such 
offerings were." says Prof. Nispi- 
I/a-uli, "the cnuse which contributed 
chiefly nnd for the longest period'to 
curivli tlit bei! of t'.ie Tibs:- 
—it!: 


precious relics. Another cause, how- 
ever. wa5 the casting into the stream 
by the Romans of their possessions 
in order to prevent their being- cap- 
tured by enemie.;." 


Pi of. Nispi-Landi, 
whose works, 


••Rome Before Humanity" nnd "M. 
Agivppa and His Temple," nre, by 
the way. well known in Italy, has 
not by any means contented himself 
with the conviction that treasures in 
the agg-reg-nte nre below Tiber waters. 


He has drawn up for himself n list 
of individual relics of which historv 
spsnks nnd has .attempted to locate 
each in one of his "T-.ones." according 
to the details which he has been able 
to gather ns to its sacrifice. For in- 
Eitance, the professor 
believes that 


the sacred candlestick of Moses, the 
object that he wculd like best of nil 
to recover, will be found in its flrst 
zone, or in that part of the Tiber 
near the romous Castle Ang-elo, close 
to the Vatican and St. Peter's—prob- 
ably the part of the river thnt most 
Americans have seen. 


Says the professor: "It is certain 


that religious objects were left un- 
touched by the superstitious Ala-rlc 
and Genseric; indeed, in 509 and 529 
the candlestick .was still to be seen 
in Rome. I regard it as certain that 
the emblem ordered on Mount Stuai, 
whidh stood in the tabernacle of King 
David, which was cnrried round the 
walls of Jericho and was venerated 
by Cnesnr and Pompey, was eventu- 
ally lowered by the Jews down from 
the bow of Esculapius' shop on lib- 
ertine island on our first zone. The 
Jews themselves 
always have as- 


serted that it is there. 'Consider tliat 
more than 19OO years Hiave passed 
sine* then and thnt the candlestick 
was then about 1.550 years old. mak- 
ing a total of 3,448 years! What 
importance would its discovery have? 
Who should have the greatest claims 
to its possession? How much should 
be paid to the discovei-ers? It is not 
easy to answer these questions. 
Everything should 'be as wonderful 
ns the candlestick itself." 


Prof. Nispi-Lnndi will be one of 


the most disappointed 
men in til* 


world if he does not bring up-from 
the Tiber's bed thousands of suit* of' 
rich armor, of swords and shield*, r 
the property of the wounded men -who 
through custom were hurled into tli* 
river, and th'o«e that fell in the fear- 
ful battles on the bridges. 
Among. 


these he expects will bo the armor' 
of brave old Horatlus Codes and him 
men, 
who kept the Ivan iublioui 


a-gainst the Etruscan army «ad fin- 
ally leaped into the Tiber. "Ther* 
must be," he writes, "in that part ol 
tihe river aram, coins, om*m*ut», 
jewels, such as buckles, collar* and 
ring's, all rare and valuable KM th* 
only relics of the Romans and Btrus- 
Muis of those days. 
He expect* to 


find the famous Minerva statue of 
Phidias, as well as those of Hercule*, 
Mars nnd Venus, -with tha pearl of 
Cleopatra. He believes he will (bring; 
to light the solid 
gold statue 
of, 


Claudius II., which once stood ill th* 
capita*, nnd which was thrown into, 
the Tiber to save 'it from the Goths"." 


Probably one of the flrst questions 


that will come into th« -mind of any 
one who reads this story of Prof. 
Nispi-Landi's great project will (be: 
If th» Tiber is sc rich in treasures, 
why has no one tried to get them 'be- 
fore, or at least why 
h-as no ou« 


thought of doing- so? Well, for hun- 
dreds of years men of nn ingenious 
turn of mind have been pondtaUng; 
upon doing and attempting to do that 
precise thing. 
Tor Ihds scheme of 


searching- the Tiber's bed Prof. Nispir 
Landi 
claims no originality; h» 


claims only to be t'he first (man who 
has yet set about doing it with the 
propei-mechnwical devices.

In ths same way the stranger on 


his first visit to the great sherry 
bodegas in the1 south of Spain expe- 
riences at first a decided sense of ex- 
hilaration, with quickening of the 
pulse, followed by a narcotic effect, 
a feeling of languor and headaciie. 
In the great brandy stores at Cog- 
nac., again, to some people the air is 
sickening- It might.naturally be ex- 
pected that the more volatile constit- 
uents of wines and spirits would be 
the first to evaporate into the o.ir, 
and possibly the volatile others 
would thus prevail. 


The effect of inhaling the air of the 


sherry vaults is more marked than 
wiien other spirituous 
liquids are 


ke>pt in the store. 
It is, of course, 


well known that sherry is a highVy 
ethereal wine. 
There would, there- 


fore, appear to be some ground for 
coiicluuing' that when air is inipi^g- 
nated with the 
volatile vapors of 


spirits or wines it haS a marked ef- 
fect upon health.

Whether this effect would be pro- 


nounced or not upon those inhaling . 
the air day by day does not appear 1o 
have been ascertained with certainty. : 
It is probable, however, that at any .

saloon- 


keepers and those employed in drink- 
Ing places experience ill effects from 
the constant inhalation of an alco- 
hol-contaminated air, but their en- 
vironment, of course, provides a com- 
bination of unhealthy factors.

Twelve years ago its 
debt was S31,000.000, and it has re- 
duced the amount by $7,000,000. 


The financial 'tre'dit of Massa'cSiu-

The ac- 
tual state 'debt, which was $28.000,-

Sam. 23:fl-ll, etc.) which tribe shall 
go up first to attack the Cannanites, 
who are in possession of most of the 
country. .Itidah, who j* chosen, with 
Kimeou and the "house of Joseph,"arc 
successful in the hill countrj-but can- 
not conquer the lowlands.

north, the Hebrews generally settle 
down among the original inhabitants,

The generation which grew up in 


Canaan was less faithful 'hnn the for- 
mer bad been. "Served the Baalim:" 
That \K, served the local Bonls, which 
were almost ns many as the Cnnnanite. 
cities. The Baals were tlie podjtof fer- 
tility, both in plant and animal life. 
They were supposed to shine upon nnd 
water the land and make it fruitful, «md 
their worship was just as much a pnrt 
of ffirming in Canaan as was preparing1' 
the ground and sowing the seed. The 
Hebrews learned how to farm in 
Canaan from the Canaanites. It \va» 
natural that, with all the rest, they 
should take up the Baul worship, which 
was considered nmong those people* 
the most important, part of farming. 
At first the Hebrews probably thought 
nf Jehovah a* their Baa I, but soon they 
forgot Him in the fascination of this 
ucnsual Canaanite worship. Instead 
of exterminating the native races, 
the Hebrews were being rapidly ab- 
Korbed into the older 
population. 


Under this less rigorous life nnd im- 
moral worship, they were weakened, 
oppressed nnd enslaved by the very 
people for whose religion they hart 
forsaken Jehovah. "The Ashtaroth:'* 
Af-htarotb is the plural of Ashtoreth, 
one of the principal Semitic deities. 
She was sometimes called Astarte, 
nnd sometimes Ishtar.
